ONLY FOR MEAT 


Manitowish, Wis, Jan. 2, 1917. 
Editor New North: 
C. Eby of your city has the right 
idea when he suggests a. five year 
closed season on deer and a S50 
bounty on wolves. Protect the deer 
from hunters for five years and ex- 
terminate the wolves and there will 
be no need for worry about the 
future deer supply. 
I believe that 
the legislature should pass a 
law- 
prohibiting the killing of deer for 
at least five years, except in cases 
where a settler and his family arc 
actually in need of meat, and shoot 
not for sport but to satisfy hunger. 
It seems to me that any homestead- 
er or farmer, who is helping to de- 
velop northern "Wisconsin, should 
be entitled to obtain venison when- 
ever it is really needed for the use 
of himself and family only. How- 
ever, I would make "pot hunting" 
punishable by a term in state pris- 
on upon conviction. Fines should 
not be considered. 


Put the wolf bounty high enough 
so that settlers can afford to take 
the time and trouble to hunt them. A 
bounty of $50 is not a bit loo much 
and even 375 would not be unrea- 
sonable. 
Wolves kill off as many 


decr as licensed hunters and viola- 
tors combined. This is not exag- 
gerated. Any man who 
spends 
much time in the northern Wiscon- 
sin woods and knows anything of 
the conditions can substantiate my 
statement. 
Get rid of the wolves 
at any cost and save the deer.

About two out of three of the 
married men voted dry. About two 
out of Ihree of Ihe single young men 
voted wet. 


Abonl two out of three of the men 


living in good homes voted dry. 


About two out of three of the men 


living in poor homes voted wet. 
In the way of the world. If you 
are down you want to get lower—If 
you-'are up you want to get higher. 


One out of four of these voting 


wet, voted wet because they had 
been misinformed in regard to tax- 
es.—They seem to think that drink- 
ing men should pay most of taxes 
and that temperance people ought 
to go free. 


One out of four of those voting 


wet voted wet because they thought 
a dry town was a dead town forget- 
ting that if that was true we would 
have many more dead towns than 
live ones as we have a great many 
more dry towns than wet ones. 


One out of ten voted wet because 
they thought thai the liquor busi- 
ness should continue as any other 
business.

I was surprised that more did not 
ask the question, "What will ever 
become of those engaged in the busi- 
ness when the business is no more?" 
Bryan says that Ihe business puts 
out of work more than it employs 
every "year.

ly out of the sleeping shanty door. 
Although he claimed openly to be 
an I. W. W. it is doubtful whether 
or no! he was a member of this .or- 
ganization. It was probably this in- 
cident which give rise to the story 
that the I. W. W's were going to 
operate in northern Wisconsin.

NO FAULT OF MAYOR 


In fairness to the city administra- 


tion we printed the items making 
up Ihc total cily tax-rate al the head 
of our editorial column last week. 
\Ve know the total rate is high this 
year, bat it is no fault of the mayor 
and common council. The 1.11 per 
rent administration expenses 
in- 


cludes all items not named in the 
figures. It even includes payments 
en school bonds and interest there- 
on. 


The .75 per cent for schools sim- 


ply includes the running 
school 


expenses. This item U large indeed, 
but the council hat 'no authority to 
cul it down. The school items are 
eight thousand five hundred higher 
lhan last year and the amount rais- 
ed for the schools lasl year are as 
high as the school taxes ever were 
before this year. The fact is with 
a small increase in attendance the 
school levy has gone in ten years 
from 517,500 to $37,000. \Ve do not 
wish to criticise the school board, 
but we d-> not wish to have this 
heavy tax charged up to the sins of 
Ihe mayor and common council.

wished dishes three times a day; the 
next week she washed each toy's 
dishes altogether. She'used the same 
number of dishes each day in both 
weeks. She found that.lt took her 
51 minutes a day to wash after each 
meal and 41 minutes a day to wash 
them once a day.

there was a considerable% additional 
saving In gas or fuel consumed by 
heating water once Instead of thrice a 
day, to say nothing ot the saving in 
soap.

When dough Is set to rise. It should 
be placed In a clean bowL If the bowl 
Is covered tightly and an even temper- 
ature maintained, It Is cot necessary 
either to oil or moisten the surface to 
prevent a crust from forming. If the 
tempera tore Is too high, the bread will 
be dark, coarse and sour. If the dough 
Is chilled while rising, the volume will 
be smaller, the texture rubbery, and 
an undesirable crust will form. Best 
results are obtained when dough ls 
kept at a gentle, warm, even tempera- 
ture until It Is twice Its bulk, and then 
worked. 


Baking requires a* much care as 


mixing, kneading and rising. The tem- 
perature of the oven should b« SCO 
degrees Fahrenheit when the bread ls 
placed In It It should ba allowed to 
rise after fifteen minutes and lowered 
tfter thirty minutes. The bread should 
begin to brown In patches during the 
first fifteen minutes and should have 
in even, brown surface after thirty 
minutes. If the dough U not twice' Its 
original bulk or as light as desired. It 
may be allowed to finish rising in the 
oven.

CHAPTER 1 
City Officers 
Section 1. The officers of the city 


of Rhinelander shall be a mayor, 
treasurer, 
clerk, comptroller, al- 


torney, assessor, city engineer and 
superintendent of water works, two 
justices of the peace, health officer,; 
street commissioner, chief of fire 
department, board of public works 
(to consist of the comptroller, at- 
torney and one member of the coun- 
cil) board of school commissioners, 
three policemen (one chief and two 
assistants), and two aldermen and 
one supervisor 
from each ward. 
The office 
of the police court is 
hereby abolished. 
Section 2. The mayor, clerk, trea- 
surer, city 
attorney, 
comptroller, 
assessor, street commissioner, 
al- 


.derraen, supervisors and justices of 
the peace shall be elected by the 
people. The school commissioners, 
health officers and member of 
the 
board of public works from 
the 
council shall be appointed by thr 
mayor. The other officers shall be 
elected by the common council. 
Section 3. The terms of all of- 


ficers elected by the people, except 
supervisors, shall be two years. Su- 
pervisors shall be elected annually 
and their term of office shall be one 
year. 
Nothing herein contained 
shall effect the terms of present of- 
ficers. 
' Section 4. The terms of office of 
the mayor and alderman shall com- 
menc'e on the third Tuesday of April 
succeeding their election and quali- 
fication.

tion or appointment. 
Section C. The office hours of the 


city clerk shall be from 9 o'clock A.

CHAPTER 2, 


The Common Countil And Its Pro- 
ceedings 
Section I. The" council shall hold 
its first meeting in each year on the 
third Tuesday of April, and shall 
thereafter hold a regular meeting 
on the first Tuesday of each month, 
and at such other times as Ihe coun- 
cil may direct. ' The mayor may

It Is known that Turkestan seed Is not 
well adapted for general use In the 
rotted States and that It Is partlca- 
lartj undesirable for use In the eastern 
humid sections. On the basis of Its 
relatlre crop-producing capacity, the 
price of Turkestan seed should be low- 
er than that of domestic t*«d, and pur- 
chaser* should know when they arc 
buylnj Turkestan teed. Conditions 
day often b« nca that only Turkestan 


seed can be obtained at the time tni 
place where seed Is wanted, but In ev- 
ery Instance the purchaser should 
know whether he Is getting Turkestan 
seed or not. 


Turkestan seed can be distinguished 


fron other alfalfa seed by the pres- 
ence of certain characteristic weed 
seeds. These 8e«ds are usually nol 
numerous, but no Importation of con> 
merclal Turkestan seed has been er- 
amlned by the seed laboratory of the 
department In which they were not 
present. On account of these charac- 
teristic weed seeds not being plentiful, 
It Is always necessary. In determining 
the_ origin of the seed, to examine a 
bulk of seed, and not depend on the 
examination of & small trade sample. 
Anyone wishing to have alfalfa seed 
examined, to determine its possible 
Turkestan origin, should send not less 
than one-half pound of seed to the 
seed laboratory, bureau of plant In- 
dustry, department of agriculture, 
.Washington. D. CL

Ing materials rot adapted 'to the un- 
developed stomach of the young ani- 
mal, or the feeding of the regular ra- 
tion at unusual hours or In unusual 
amounts. The calf usually suffers Tlo- 
lent abdominal palas. Indicated by an 
unusual activity of the animal, fre- 
quent and continuous kicking, and, 
finally, complete prostration. Unless 
relieved within a short ttoe, death nsn- 
ally follows.—' 


A standard treatment Is to drench 


th« calf at intervals of two hours with 
f, mixture containing a teaspoonful of 
turpentine and a tablespoonfnl of raw 
linseed OIL Relief will usually follow 
thortly after the first treatment, al- 
though In certain ease* It may b« cee- 
niary to tire taore than one dos«.— 
Indiana Station.
